Group I, claim(s) 1-30, drawn to a piezoelectric device classified in class 310/348. 
Group II, claim(s) 3 1 and 32, drawn to a method of making a piezoelectric transducer 
classified in 29/25.35. 

The inventions listed as Groups Group I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the device of group I doe snot 
require the use of sensors in its manufacture, thus there is no special technical feature that lines 
these inventions. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
